He says this was the first
he knew of Young having died and that he
did not strike the blow with the Intention
of killing him. He says the knowledge of
the crime has preyed upon his mind to
such an extent that he cannot sleep at night
and hl3 confession was made to free him-
self from this constant worry.

WEDDING

The Board of Works Talk of Mak-

ing One Down at Garfield.

One Five Acres in Extent Snffffested
The Street-Railroa- d Company

and Granite Mocks.

The members of the Board of Works
talked, yesterday afternoon, cbout con-
structing a dam In Garfield Park so as "to
make a lake about five acres in extent. No
action was taken, although the board thinks
the making of this lake would give a great
many advantag-e- s to the park and popu-
larize It. It has been recognized that the
failure of the park to become a popular
place of resort was due largely to the fact
that there was very little there to make it
popular. This does not mean that a park
has to be "Barnumized" to make It pop-
ular, and yet It must be provided with Im-
provements that will make It attractive to
the masses of the people. A body of water
has a charm for everyone. Beautiful trees
and flowers attract people, but a lake upon
which there Is boating, with water fowl and
the other accessories of such a place, add
wonderfully. The stream which flows
through the park could be easily utilized
for supplying the lake with water, the cost
consisting of the amounts necessary to build
the dam and make the excavations for the
lake.

The work on such a lake as proposed
could be pushed this winter If the board
should decide to make the Improvement.
Many men would thereby be given employ-
ment. A number of citizens think It would
be better to give the park this lake and ex
pend money In this manner to employ men
than to have the courthouse yard cut down.
The cost of making the lake would be sev
eral thousand dollars, but most of the
money spent would go directly as wages.

The board contemplates making this park
one of beauty. Some action may be taken
towards making this lake.

THE GRANITE REMAINS.
Street-Cn-r Company' Ilepnlrs nt Vir-
ginia Avenue and Mnrylnml Street.
There? were signs of a tempest in the

Board of Work ofllce when President
Mason, of the Citizens' Street-railroa- d Com-
pany, Arthur Jordan and Manager Kenyon,
of the Western Paving and Supply Com-
pany, appeared in the morning to talk
about the repairs to the asphalt which had
been torn up at the corner of Virginia ave-
nue and Maryland street. When the talk
was over, however, everything was serene.
Mr. Mason said his company had been mis-
represented in the matter of tearing
up streets and not putting them in proper
repair again. He said that granite blocks
had been put next to the rail3 on the curves
at this corner, because It was oeTleved that
the granite blocks would keep the street
in better condition. The company ordered
the street repaired and gave instructions
to the paving1 company to put It in the
best possible order and send in the bill.
Manager Kenyon, of the asphalt company.
said that the granite was the very best
material that could be placed next to the
curves. lie insisted that if asphalt was
put next to the rails little grooves would
be formed. Mr. Jordan complained that the
noise from granite would be almost un-

bearable, as his office was only a few feet
from the granite bricks. He thought If the
curves would make grooves In the asphalt
some other sort of a rail ought to .be used.
He was told that only one kind of Tail was
made for curves. Then he insisted that the
granite blocks should be. made as smooth
as tbey were on other streets. The board
agreed to see that thi is done. The board
believes that It will be best to have thegranite blocks remain next to the rails at
the curves.

The city engineer was instructed tot find
out If the remonstrance np-ain-s-

t the im-
provement of alleys near Albemarle street
"was signed by two-thir-ds of the residentproperty owners. If the remonstrance is
sufficient, all papers for the improvements
will be stopped. Action was deferred until
Dec. 1 oil the remonstrance against improv-
ing the first alley south of St. Clair, from
Meridian to Illinois street. The controller
was instructed to give the firemen per-
mission to use Tomlinson Hall free of
charge on Monday evening for their annual
ball.

No action was taken on a petition for
the construction of a sewer in Tennessee,
from Thirteenth to. Fourteenth street. Therewere no remonstrances to the local sewer
under Resolution 150. Certain modifications
are to be made in the plans of the sewer.
Thi3 Is the North Alabama-stree- t sewer.
It will be pushed as tast ns possible. The
bridge gang pay roll for the week ending
Nov. 16 was $72.24; sewer gang, S51.C0; street
reialrs, 57GC.S2.

Diphtheria from Hack.
Dr. Hays, president of the Board of

Health, received the following communica-
tion, yesterday, from Joseph F. Fitzhugh:

"I desire to present to the board this
communication, which, I think, is worthy
of your consideration. It is In reference to a
method of prohibiting the spread of con-
tagious diseases. I think there should be a
law or an ordinance, as in other cities,
compelling all undertakers to use hearses
in ca.e of a funeral resulting from a con-
tagious disease, and prohibiting the use of
hacks for transporting the casket contain-
ing the bod j-- of such a person. Hacks, upon
their return from such funerals, are seldom,
If ever, disinfected, as they should be in
all cases, and, as they are liable to be us?d
for receptions or party purposes, children
also being apt to ride in them, it is not
necessary to explain the r.ed of legisla-
tion on this point. The difference in ex-.pen- se

of using a hearse is but a trifle In
comparison to the danger which results
from the use of hacks. Trusting you wlil
give the mutter attention."

It is claimed that several children became
ill with the diphtheria last week from rid-
ing in a hack that had been used the day
before to carry the cofiin of a child that
had died from diphtheria.

Articles of Incorporation Ajjain Pre-
sented and Declined by State Off-

icers Mr. Knotts Talks.

T. E. Knotts, acting for the Roby Ath-
letic Club, of Hammond, again appeared
at the Governor's office yesterday, and pre-
sented the club articles of association to
be filed. The Governor and Secretary of
State again declined to receive the arti-
cles for record, still maintaining that the
capital stock- - was not sufficiently stated.
Mr. Knotts stated last night that he had
presented the articles again upon the ad-
vice of one of the best legal firms in the
country. These attorneys had informed
the club that the incorporation of the club
in Lake county Is in itself sufficient, and
that the filing of duplicate articles with
the Secretary of State is merely for the
purpose of furnishing information for tax-
ation purposes. The club expects no trouble
in reopening its arena. It has been official-
ly announced that the first affair of the
club will be held on Nov. 27, when Danny
Needham, of St. Paul, and Jim Barron,
of Australia, will fight ten rounds. Jimmy
Barry, of Chicago, and John Conners, of
Springfield, 111., will conclude the evening's
entertainment with a twenty-roun- d set-t- o.

Mr. Knotts says that it is not the Inten- -
. .ll .J 11 1 Alion oi xne ciuo to try to secure tne jor-bett-Mltch- ell

fight; that the club does not
want it, and would not know how to care
for it should the mill be offered.

"The wrong Impression has gone abroad,"
said Mr. Knotts last night, "about the
men connected wdth this club. The mem-
bers Include some of the best business
men of Hammond. The reason we do not
place our capital stock at a high figure,
as the State officials insist that we should do
Is apparent, indeed there is a case under
the Governor's own eye which illustrates
our point. Although the Indiana building
at the world's fair cost $12,000, it was sold
for only $1,200. Our club intends to buy the
grounds and the arena of the Columbian
Club, but because the grounds cost a num-
ber of thousand .dollars it does not neces-
sarily indicate that we are to pay thai much
for it. If we are only going to pay ?1,2U0

for the place, there 13 certainly no reason
why we should Incorporate for $40,0)0 or

30,000. The Columbian Club only leased
the grounds. We intend to give glove con
tests, wrestling matches and the like, and
come within the full meaning and letter
of the law. Chicago is rapidly building
out to Hammond, and we believe that in
a few years an athletic club franchise will
be valuable. For this reason we are anx
lou3 to secure the old arena. There are
no members of our club who are members
of the Columbian organization. Our mem
bers are residents of Hammond, the mem
bers of the other club were nonresidents.
I cannot understand why tho State offi
cials have taken the stand they have
against our 'organization. We shall go
ahead with our programmes, and you may
rely upon It that we will not violate the
law of our State."

The Iteceiveralilp Case.
The points made in the brief of Elliott &

Elliott, attorneys for the State in the Co
lumbian Athletic Club litigation, by which
It is sought to make the receivership per
manent because of alleged violation of
the law by the club, have provoked a great
deal of comment here, and led to expres
sions of opinion by many Kvell-know- n

attorneys. The position taken by the
State Is not regarded as tenable for
the reason the action asked for
would result in practical confisca
tion of the 'property of the club, and in
violation of the express language of the
Constitution, which declares that property
shall not be taken from the citizen without
adequate compensation. The proceedings
are said to be without precedent, and it is
not believed that the Supreme Court will
announce a doctrine to the effect that a
violation of the criminal law is ground
for divesting a corporation or an individual
of his rights in private property. An attor
ney, who is entirely in sympathy with the
Governor in his eiforts to suppress prize
fighting, said yesterday: "It is not at all
probable that the Supreme Court will sus-
tain the position taken by the State, for
such . a course would bring out protests
from every citizen of the State. The Idea
or taking private property ana holding it
to prevent the commission of crime is pre
posterous. The club, in its corporate ca
pacity, cannot commit the crimed charged.
for it cannot be punished, but the indi
viduals may be punished by line and im
prisonment, and the property could then
be subjected to the payment of the fines.
but not till then. Suppose it should result
that there is a silent partner in the busi
ness of the club, and those who are known
should be convicted under the criminal
law. Only their property would be subject
to po- - th? fines. The doctrine sought to
be established Is a dangerous one, and
It would be better for the club to escape
punishment entirely than that such a doc
trine should be enunciated by the court of
last resort. If this precedent Is sustained
violations of the law may be alleged against
any corporation, and Its business be inter
fered with by the courts."
